This tact 
makes New York a very important State, 
and ordinary observation will show how 
impossible it is for the Dean crate to win 
in the coming contest without New A oik. 
That State, therefore, is the key to the eq­ 
uation. As the Gazette said the other 
day, the 
Republicans 
may afford 
to 
lose 
New 
York 
provided 
they carry Oregon, Indiana, and Connect­ 
icut, but under no circumstances can the 
Democrats lose the Slate and win. 
To 
leave New York out of the list ol Demo­ 
cratic States would involve the necessity 
of carrying Indiana, New Jersey, Connect­ 
icut, Maine, California, Nevada and Ore­ 
gon—a total of -19 votes, three mere than 
are necessary for a choice. Ii we include 
New York, it will require but Indiana or 
New Jersey and Connecticut, or California, 
Oregon and Nevada, to make up the re­ 
quired majority in the Electoral College. 
In other words, it the Democrats cannot 
carry New Y’ork, their only chance ol 
winning depends upon carrying seven 
doubtful States lo addition to the Solid 
South, while it they can find - a candidate 
capable of carrying New York, they need 
only the vote of Indiana, ani two adjoining 
States, or of the Pacific slope, to obtain a 
majority.

THE DEMOCRATIC NOMINATION. 
The National Democratic Convention 
at Cincinnati has nominated General Win 
field Scott Hancock, for President. This 
will probably prove a surprise to toe 
masses of the party that looked for the 
nomination 
of 
a 
prominent 
candi- 
didate. Convinced that tho diabolical acts 
of Tilden four years ago, and his low can 
uing and supreme selfishness had lost him 
the confidence ot the greater portion of 
the party, the Convention began to look 
elsewhere tor a candidate. Seymour saw 
that he could not enter the taco* with 
any hope of success; and It was aLo evi­ 
dent that Tilden had not the power to 
name the candidate. Payne was out oi 
tne question. Thurman’s financial record 
proved his political death. Hendricks was 
a part of the defeated ticket four year- 
ago, and therefore he could not be trusted 
with the responsibilities of the campaign. 
Bayard did not seem to gain the support of 
the West, and while his financial record is 
sound, and barring hie sympathy with tbe 
South during the Rebellion, is a gentleman 
of many excellent traits, the Democracy 
coaid not unite on him. 
The only hope for the Convention wa* 
to take ap a man who had no civil rec old, 
and who would ba acceptable to ail lac - 
tions of the party. The choice fell upon 
General Hancock, and as a compromise 
candidate he is probably tbe best the Con­ 
vention could select. 
He was born in 
Pennsylvania on tho 14th of February 
1824. He was graduated from West Point 
in ISIL He was brevetted first lieutenant 
for good conduct during the Mexican war 
He was also in the Florida campaign 
against the Seminoles. 
When the was 
broke 
out in I SCI, he 
was made 
Brigadier General, and distinguished him­ 
self by a bayonet charge at the battle of 
Williamsburg. 
He wa9 also at South 
Mountain and Antietam, where he com­ 
manded a division. At the battle cf (Jetty s 
burg he was severely wounded. 
He was 
made a Major-General ot volunteers in 
November 1862, and commanded a corps 
in the battle of the Wilderness and the 
operations about Petersburg. 
Un the 
26th of July, 1866, he was made a Major* 
General in the Uuited States Army, and in 
rank la next to General Sheridan. 
The nomination was made with a 
re A c lion on the bitter experience ot four 
and eight years ago. But this eau not save 
the Democratic party from defeat in 1SS0. 
This is one of the campaigns when tho 
might and power of the Republican pariy 
will be felt in tbe impending struggle, ll 
is a campaign in which the Republicans 
will vote solidly tor one of the purest men 
and the ablest statesmen of the time. Gen­ 
eral Hancock, whatever may be his pcr- 
8 mal worth, can not save his parly from 
defeat The Republicans mean business 
this year, and in the fight will come to the 
front in a solid column which will guar­ 
antee tbe success of Garfield and Arthur.

landed at Castle Garaca from the steamer 
Canada, from Havre, on Wednesday, was 
a man who came ashore crying and seem - 
ingly heart-broken. His unusual appear­ 
ance attracted the notice ol the garden au­ 
thorities, and in reply to Superintendent 
Jackson’s questions, the forlorn man told 
low he had been robbed of $8,800 by 
confidence operators in Fans. 
Ile gave 
lls name as John Tenase, an Italian by 
ffrtb, but a cit!/.rn of the United States. 
He came to America 23 years ago, and in 
1801 went to Colorado, where he became a 
cattle raiser, and made some money. Then 
rn invested in a farm, and was very suc­ 
cessful. Last winter it occurred to him 
that if he should turn all his property into 
money he coaid go back and spend the rest 
of his life in his native country, living on 
the interest ot ni3 money. 
In May last he 
sold his farm and other property and start­ 
ed 
for 
Italy 
with 
his 
wife 
and five 
children 
und 
a 
brother. 
On 
reaching 
this 
city 
he 
purchased his passage tickets, and with 
the rest of his money bought a draft for 
$8,800, his entire fortune, on the firm of 
Munroe <fc C o , Paris. Tenase sailed on 
White Star steamer, and during the 
voyage his children were taken sick with 
the measles 
This compelled him to re­ 
main two weeks in Liverpool while his 
children were getting well in a private 
lospital. Tenase and his wife put up in 
a boarding house. His brother hurried on 
to Italy. Two days before Tenase left Liv­ 
erpool he met in his boarding houie a man 
wno claimed to be an Italian, also return­ 
ing home from America. 
Tne two natur­ 
ally associated together, and the new 
friend accompanied the Tenase family to 
.aondon. On the train a second Italian 
introduced himself to the party, saving he 
had been to Liverpool to collect some 
money, and was returning to Paris with r . 
He attached himself to tne pariy and 
traveled with them, both he and the other 
stranger 
paying 
particular 
attention 
to 
the 
children. 
Arrived rn Paris, 
tbe three men strolled out for a walk, 
during which Tenase drew the $3,800 on 
his draft. Soon alter drawing the money, 
sod while they were strobing about the 
city an apparently crazy Italian stepped 
up to the party, and after asking if they 
were not italians, expressed his j >y in the 
most exaggerated manner in meeting fel­ 
low countrymen. 
The new coiner fol­ 
lowed the men, throwing gold coin at them, 
telling them to keep it, ani acting hia part 
so successfully that Tenure was thoroughly 
convinced that the man was a lunatic. In 
the 
meantime 
the 
otoer italians 
had warned Tenase that he ought not to 
risk his money by carrying it with him 
and urged him to return to the hotel and 
leave it with the clerk for safe keeping 
One of them Carried a small satchel!, aud 
Tenase 
was 
induced 
to 
put 
his 
money 
In 
it. 
Returning to 
the hotel, 
the satchel was handed 
to the clerk, one of the mea first opening 
it and reaching in his mind “to make sure 
that the money was there ail right/’ Then 
the four men resumed their walx.ate lunch 
together, and drank some wine. 
In some 
way which Tenase cannot explain, his 
companions gradually dropped off, until he 
was felt alone before he realized it. Then 
he went back to his hotel, got tne satchel 
and took it to his room. Ile waited for the 
other men to come, and did not open the 
satchel until the next morning.

money, of course, was gone. 
Tenase told 
his story to the American consul in Paris, 
and the latter offered either to send the 
victim ani his family back to America, or 
to 
forward them to 
Italy.

begin lite over again it had bolter be done 
in Colorado where he bas lived so long. 
Atter hearing his story, the commissioners 
of emigration sent Tenase to tho commis­ 
sioners of charities and correction. 
He 
returned to tho Garden yesterday, sayiag 
that the commissioners had told them ti) 
call again on Monday. 
Ho is anxious to 
get back to Colorado, but is entirely with­ 
out tbe means to do so. 
About a year ago an Alsatian immigrant 
named George fcSchauer, was swindled out 
of $6,000 in coin in a similar manner by 
confidence men in this city, and tho Castle 
Garden authorities believe that Tenase baa 
suffered at the hands ut tho same thieves. 
In Schauer’s case the thieves substituted 
rolls of lead for tbe packmen of coin.
